There is a strong probability 
that the first of these will soon be sup- 
plied by the state through a first-class 
agricultural college, to be established in 
connection with the University of Geor- 
gia, and a well eqgipped experiment sta- 
tion in connection therewith. Where a 
strong faculty of professors, consisting 
of men learned in the sciences and skill- 
ed in practical farming, and all of lue 
co-ordinate branches, will conduct schools 
of research, experiment and _ teaching, 
where the boys of the state and the 
farmers likewise will be taught the scl- 
ence and business of practical farming. 
It is further proposed to supplement tu.3 
work by disseminating the knowle ze 
acquired in the school of research anu

And its wise solution, so as to produce 
the best results for our state, is of vast- 
ly more importance than tha taspiring 
statesmen should be elected to office to 
gratify their personal ambition. The agi- 
tation at this time is unfortunate. What- 
ever may be the final result, it will be 
construed by the negro as a declaration 
of unfriendliness to his race. It will 
carry with it a stamp of unworthiness, 
and is hardly calculated fo stimulate the 
negroes’ esteem for the white man, or 
irferease his confidence in his sense of 
fairness.

He must be taught 
how to farm intelligently, whether he 
works for wages, as a cropper or 4 
tenant, so that his labor may bring to 
him a competent living, and to his em- 
ployer peace and profit. While he has 


many infirmities, he is easily controlled, | 


quick to give his confidence in response 
to fair and just treatment, and is un- 
usually responsive to kind and generous 
treatment. In fine, he is a human being, 
and has learned many of the infirmities 
of civilized human nature. from his long 
association and business dealings with 
white people. 

“The solution of this labor problem lies 
largely with the white farmer and lanu 
owner. The negro as a farm 
will be largely what your tact, teaching 
and fair treatment make him, but he 
must be approached in a spirit of friend- 
liness—not of enmity. The negro’s wel- 
fare must be considered as well as our 
own. He must feel assured of fair treat- 
ment by the ruling race, on the farm, in 
the courts and by the law-making pow- 
ers. And if, tin spite of all this, he 
proves a failure and contributes nothing 
to the material 
of the country, he must take warning 
from the fate of the red man, for he 
will be driven out by the inevitable 
force of progress, in spite of legislation, 
franchise “or ‘nonresident sympathizers. 

Greatest Industrial- Question. 

“My excuse for devoting so much time 
to the discussion of this labor quéstion 
is because I believe it is the greatest 
industrial problem confronting us today. 
While I do not question the motives or 
sincerity of these learned men who have, 
I believe unwittingly, further complicated 
this problem by injecting a 
issue into it, I believe that this agita- 
tion will. render more difficult the sofu- 
tion of the farm labor problem.

Some intersting 
changes in the usual stereotyped measures 
are saheduled for this year, and their 
progress will be watched with Interest. 

The standing committees of both bodies 
will doubtless organize as soon as they 
are appointed and get ready for hard 
work the first of next week. 

Work for This Committee. 

The spécial committee on new counties 
will have to get to work without de- 
lay and hold sessions almost daily, if it 
expects to make any report at this ses- 
sion. The more it is discussed the more 
Sigantic does the new county question 
appear to be.

Difficulty of Conviction. 

Speaking of the difficulty of convic- 
tions in instances of this nature, Judge 
Hammond said: 

“Our law finds no difficulty in dealing 
with the assassin and the poisOner when 
responsibility for the crime is shown, 
but the problem is indeed difficuit where 
one of the army of ‘pistol toters’ meets 
his victim face to face, his victiin prob- 
ably belonging to the same arny. 
Where there is a general pisto] shooting 
in a public place, although many be 
wounded and killed, the authorities rec- 
ognize as a practical proposition how 
almost impossible it is to indict, try, 
and convict, the survivors, and ffre- 
quently no arrests are made With any 
kind of a show of self-defense, convic- 
tion is out of the question. Even: ‘He 
threw his hands to his hip-pockei,’ be- 
comes, in this land of pistol toting, a 
bona fide excuse for drawing and shoot- 
img: Though society has been outraged 
and though the outrager goes unwhipped 
of justice, still the blame cannot alWays 
be properly laid at the door of the 
court or the jury. Such crimes in the'r 
very nature are difficult of proof and 
punishment. But this fact only Makes 
it the more our duty to employ every ps- 
sible preventive measure. 

“For a moment do not look beyond 
these facts: A man with his bleod up, 
his passions arouséd by juSt or unjust 
cause, a pistol in his hip-pocket. Now, if 
the pistol was not. there he would prob- 
ably talk it out or, at worst, fteht ‘it 
out ‘fist and skull.” A number of sticks, 
ranging from switches to clubs, He in 
reach of-an angry man. Will you cxpect, 
or require him to exercise the lar 
judgment which would say: ‘My wrong 
is grievous, I will brain with this vciub? 
Often, very often, a man’s passions 
would carry ium only as far as hot 
words, but the convenient ‘hip-pocket 
pistol’ makes him a manslayer. 

The Overt Art. 

“Often, very often, his passion wov!d 
be appeased by a fist batter, but the ever 
present ‘hip-pocket pistol’ makes him a 
manslayer. But the moment we look be 
yond the actual encoumter, we ghail in- 
quire vainly for a good reason on the 
part of the manslayer for takiig from 
the mantel piece or top. bureau drawer, 
the pistol which in violation of law he 
slipped, concealed, into his hip-pocket 
when starting to town or to cunurch or 
to a social gathering like this. Here was 
the deliberate unlawful act Whico leads 
to manslaying, to socia|] disorder, and to 
national] disgrace. The concealea pist! 
is strictly an Americanism. While per- 
haps in no state, more than in South Cxr- 
Olina, is this vicious practice. indulged, 
still, be it said to her credit; that oa€ 
late she has gone further than any other 
state in the enactment of laws to re 
strain ‘it, 

“The constitutional right 
was a right given to carry a filt and 
steel musket to resist a despotic ruler; 
it has come to signify a sanction of the 
practice of carrying a Colt’s pistui with 
to shoot your neighbor. What 
does the situation warrant? An arnend- 
ment of the constitution, the unpos'tion 
of a prohibitive Ucense on the manutac- 
ture and sale of pistols, or any other 
step that can drive them from off the 
earth. But, in the absence of such law, 
we should cultivate a healthy pupblie 
sentiment. on the subject.’’ 

Evils of Mob Law. 

Dilating on the’ evil possibilities 
lynching, Judge Hammond called 
display of greater calm on part of ihe 
substantial citizen at crises likely to 
provoke mob violence. He believed 
lynching would be greatly dimimisned by 
taking the greatest pains to secure only 
the most substantial, clear-thinking and 
determined citizens on criminal juries 
His closing plea was as follows: 

“Don't let’s turn the administration of 
law over to the lyncher—the more rope 
we give him, the more he will want to
